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INTRODUCTION 


HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


CHANGE  OF  MINISTER 

Following  the  General  Elections  held  in  February  1930,  and  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chief  Minister,  The  Hon  J.B.  Perez  was  appointed 
by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  as  Minister  for  Medical  &  Health  Services, 
in  succession  to  the  Hon.  A.P,  Montegriffo  OBE  who  retired  from  political 
life  at  the  end  of  the  life  of  the  previous  Government. 

WORKS 


Works  on  the  conversion  of  the  Sisters  Quarters  was  completed  during 
the  course  of  the  year  under  review.  Part  of  the  refurnished  quarters  was 
occupied  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
remainder  of  the  quarters  will  be  put  into  use  during  the  early  part 
of  1981. 

PAEDIATRIC  SERVICES 

After  completing  the  usual  formalities,  Dr  S  Benady  M.B.,  B.3.,  KRCP,  DCH, 
was  appointed  Consultant  Community  Paediatrician  on  1  February  1980. 

SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICES 

A  complete  re-appraisal  of  the  School  Dental  Service  was  conducted  early 
in  the  year  under  review  as  a  result  of  which,  it  was  decided  that 
a  second  Dental  Clinic  should  be  provided  at  the  Health  Centre  in  order 
to  improve  the  facilities  available  for  this  Service,  Arrangements 
were  immediately  put  in  hand  to  obtain  the  necessary  equipment  and  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  works  to  achieve  this  aim  and  it  is  hoped  that 
by  early  1931  the  Clinic  will  be  functional  and  another  Dental  Officer 
will  have  been  recruited  to  supplement  the  Service. 

MATERNITY  SERVICES 

An  in-depth  study  has  been  carried  out  into  what  improvements  are  required 
to  be  made  to  improve  our  Maternity  Services  and  recommendations  have 
already  been  made  which  will  involve  a  number  of  physical  changes  within 
St  Bernard's  Hospital  in  order  to  provide  a  Unit  with  a  view  to  the 
future,  taking  account  of  the  most  up-to-date  techniques  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  preliminary  Plans  have  already  been  prepared  and  are  under 
consideration  by  the  Government.  The  opportunity  is  being  taken  to 
improve  the  facilities  available  at  our  Training  School,  as  well  as  the 
provision  of  more  adequate  Changing  Rooms  and  Dining  Room  amenities 
for  the  Nursing  Staff,  more  ample  and  consolidated  office  accommodation 
and  an  extension  of  the  facilities  in  the  Pathology  Laboratory, 

CHAPEL 

Because  of  the  Maternity  Services  project,  the  provision  of  the  Chapel. 
ha3  been  dovetailed  into  the  general  plans  at  present  under  consideration 
and  will,  it  is  hoped,  form  one  of  the  phases  of  the  project  now  under 
examination.

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GEOGRAPHICAL  AND  CLIMATOLOGICAL  NOTES 
GEOGRAPHY 

Gibraltar  is  situated,  in  latitude  36°  09’N  and  longitude  5°21W  and  stands  out 
steeply  and  proudly,  from  the  adjoining  low-lying  Spanish  territory  to  which  it 
is  connected  by  a  sandy  isthmus  about  1  mile  long  and  y  mile  wide.  Five  miles 
across  the  Bay  to  the  West  lies  the  Spanish  port  of  Algeciras  and  20  miles 
across  the  Straits,  to  the  South  is  Africa.  The  Mediterranean  lies  on  the  East. 

The  distance  to  Britain  is  approximately  1,400  miles  by  sea. 

The  Rock  runs  from  North  to  South  for  a  length  of  nearly  3  miles.  It  isw  of 
a  mile  wide  and  has  a  total  area  of  2-%  square  miles.  Its  highest  point  is  1,396 
feet.  The  top  of  the  Rock  is  a  sharp-knife -edge  ridge  extending  for  about  a  mile 
and  half  from  the  North  escarpment  and  then  sloping  gradually  to  the  South  for 
about  1  mile  to  terminate  at  the  southern  extremity,  Euro pa  Point,  in  perpendicular 
cliffs  about  a  hundred  feet  high.  The  whole  upper  length  of  the  Eastern  face  is 
inaccessible  and  the  steep  upper  half  of  the  Western  slopes  is  uninhabited.

A  cool  and  rather  dry  month. 

A  warm,  wet  and  windy  month  with  sunshine  amounts  slightly  above 
average.  During  the  night  of  ll/l2th  over  100mm  of  rain  fell. 

Another  rather  warm  and  wet  month  with  near  average  sunshine  amounts. 

A  dry  warm  month  with  a  preponderance  of  easterly  winds. 

A  rather  wet  and  windy  month  with  21  days  of  westerly  winds. 

A  warm  and  sunny  month  which  contained  the  highest  June  temperature 
for  5  years. 

Fog  occurred  on  7  mornings  with  easterly  winds  in  this  rather  cool 
windy  month. 

A  warm  and  dull  month  with7  Poggy  mornings.  On  the  23rd  the 
temperature  rose  to  38.8  C  (101.8  F)  and  equalled  the  highest  ever 
measured  at  North  Front. 

A  dull,  warm  and  windy  month  dominated  by  the  Levantc.  On  13th  the 
temperature  rose  to  38.2  c(l00.8  p)  -  some  4.6  C  higher  than  the 
previous  September  maximum, 

A  rather  dry  and  sunny  month. 

A  very  wet  first  half  and  dry  second  half  with  near  normal  temperature 

A  very  dry,  sunny  and  extremely  windy  month.  A  64  hour  gale  occurred, 
the  longest  ever-  known  at  North  Front. 


CLIMATOLOGICAL  NOTES  FOR 


1980  -  GIBRALTAR 


RAINFALL:  The  year  was  very  dry  as  only  670.6mm  of  rain  fell,  compared  with  the 

average  of  797mm.  The  month  of  February,  March  and  May  were 
significantly  wet,  the  others  especially  irt  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  were  much  drier  than  normal.

TEMPERATURE:  The  average  for  the  yearwas  18.3°C  which  is  near  the  long  term 

average . 
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The  late  summer  was  very  warm  with  August  and  September  being  0.7  G 
and  1.6°G  higher  than  normal.  On  August  23rd  the  temperature  reached 
38.8°C  equalling  the  highest  ever  recorded  at  North  Front.  Also  on  13th 
September  the  temperature  rose  to  38.2  C  beating  the  previous  September 
record  by  4.6  C, 

The  coldest  temperature  measured  was  4.8°C  on  1st  December  and  the 
lowest  grass  minimum  temperature  was  0.4  G  on  the  following  morning. 

SUNSHINE: 

2777  hours  were  recorded  at  North  Front,  which  is  very  near  the 
average.  August  and  September  had  signif icantly  lower  than  normal, 
sunshine,  while  the  December  amount  was  greater  than  normal. 

WIND: 

The  mean  speed  for  the  year  was  12.9  knots,  which  is  1.7kn  over  the 
long  term  average.  All  months  excepting  January  were  more  windy  than 
normal,  especially  May  and  December. 

In  December  an  easterly  gale  occurred  which  lasted  for  64  hours  - 
the  longest  gale  ever  recorded  at  North  Front.  A  mean  daily  wind 
speed  of  43.1  Kn,  was  recorded  on  10th  December  during  this  gale, 
and  for  92  hours  the  wind  speed  was  above  30  kn. 

The  highest  hourly  mean  speed  of  46  kn  also  occurred  at  this  time, 
but  the  highest  gust  (61  kn)  was  recorded  during  a  thunderstorm  in 

March. 

During  the  year  4 &?°  of  the  days  had  Westerly  winds,  4 had 

Easterlies  and  ±A?°  were  days  of  Variable  winds. 

THUNDER: 

Thunder  was  reported  on  19  days  -  in  every  month  but  July,  August 
and  December. 

FOG: 

Fog,  usually  in  the  morning,  carried  into  the  airfield  by  easterly 
winds,  occurred  on  24  days.  The  late  summer  was  particularly  foggy 
with  17  days  of  fog  in  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September, 
almost  twice  the  normal  amounts. 

GROUND 

FROST: 

Nil. 

HAIL: 

Hail  only  occurred  once  -  on  March  4th. 

SUMMARY: 

The  first  months  of  the  year  were  generally  wet  but  with  near 
normal  sunshine  amounts  and  temperatures.  April  was  dominated  by  the 
levant er  with  dry  but  windy  conditions.  Normal  conditions  prevailed 
during  the  late  Spring  and  early  Summer.  The  late  Summer  was  again 
affected  by  Levanter  conditions  with  low  sunshine  amounts  and  many 
days  of  early  morning  fog  or  mist  patches. 

The  last  part  of  the  year  was  very  dry  and  windy  with  the  exceptional 
gale  force  easterly  winds  in  December  -  severely  affecting  all 
aviation,  maritime  and  social  arrangements  in  the  local  area.

FUNCTIONS  OF  PEP ARTMBNT 

The  Government  Medical  and  Health  Services  consist  of: 

Hospital  Services,  Specialised  Medical  treatment  outside 
Government  Hospitals  (where  such  treatment  is  beyond  the 
scope  of  local  resources);  Child  Welfare  and  School  Health 
Services;  Domiciliary  and  Out  Patient  Treatment  of  persons 
coming  under  the  scope  of  the  District  Medical  Services; 
Domiciliary  Medical  Service;  Port  and  Airport  Health  Services; 
Environmental  Health  Inspection  and  Laboratories. 


The  Group  Practice  I-Iedical  Scheme  enables  registered  persons  and  their 
dependants  to  ob  ain  medical  treatment  in  Government  surgeries  or  in  their  homes 
if  they  are  unable  to  attend  the  surgeries.  No  fees  are  levied  for  attendance 
at  the  surgeries.  The  fee  for  house  visits  is  50  pence  during  normal  hours 
and  £1  outside  these  hours.  Persons  who  are  included  in  the  District  Medical 
Scheme  obtain  treatment  free  of  charge. 

Registered  persons  and  their  dependants  can  also  obtain  medicines  prescribed 
by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme  from  Scheme  Pharmacists  on  payment  of  20  pence 
per  item  shown  on  the  prescription.  Persons  included  in  the  District  Medical 
Scheme  are  exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  fees. 

Under  a  reciprocal  health  services  Agreement  between  Britain  and  Gibraltar 
citizens  of  the  United  Kingdom  temporarily  resident  in  Gibraltar  are 
entitled  to  health  care  in  Gibraltar  on  the  same  conditions  as  citizens 
of  Gibraltar. 

Citizens  of  Gibraltar  temporarily  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  entitled 
to  health  care  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  people 
of  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  Agreement  does  not  apply  to  persons  who  go  from  one  country  to  the  other 
for  the  express  purpose  of  benefiting  from  the  agreement,  except  that,  where 
a  citizen  of  Gibraltar  is  in  need  of  hospital  care  for  which  adequate 
facilities  do  not  exist  in  Gibraltar,  he  will  receive  that  hospital  care 
in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  same  conditions  as  people  of  the  UnitedKingdom, 

Notwithstanding  this  Agreement,  a  British  Subject  ordinarily  resident  in 
Gibraltar  is  entitled  to  use  the  Government’s  medical  services  and  is 
charged  the  same  fees  as  a  Gibraltarian. 

A  Health  Centre  houses  the  Government  Surgeries  run  in  connection  with  the 
Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme.  The  Environmental  Health  Service,  the 
Child  Welfare  .and  School  Medical  Services,  which  include  Immunisation  mid 
Vaccination,  the  District  Clinic  and  the  School  Dental  Service  are  also 
housed  in  this  Centre. 

Mr  L  L  Bromley,  FRCS,  Surgeon  in'' Charge  of  the  Thoracic  Unit;  Dr  Oscar  Craig, 
Consultant  Radiologist,  Dr  K  Granville  Grossman,  Consultant  Psychiatrist, 
from  St  Mary’s  Hospital,  Mr  Henry  Shaw,  FRCS,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Consultant 
at  the  Royal  Marsden  Hospital,  London  and  Mr  Peter  Robson,  Consultant 
Paediatrician,  Kings  College  Hospital  Medical  School  visited  Gibraltar  on 
various  occasions  during  the  year  to  advise  and  operate  in  their  respective 
specialities. 

Fifty  eight  patients  were  sent  to  various  hospitals  in  Britain  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  As  usual,  the  majority  of  these  went  to  the  Royal  Marsden  Hospital 
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and  to  St  Mary's  Hospital,  London.  In  addition  patients  who  had  previously 
received  treatment  in  Britain  were  sent  back  for  review  during  the  course 
of  the  year. 

Immunisation  of  children  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Director  of 
Medical  and  Health  Services  who  is  also  the  Principal  School  Medical 
Officer.  Children  found  to  be  in  need  for  medical  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  Special  Sick  Children  Clinic  at  St  Bernard's  Hospjial  or  to  their 
own  doctors.

I  ST  BERNARD'S  HOSPITAL 

St  Bernard's  Hospital  with  192  beds,  is  essentially  available  for  the 
resident  community  and  the  passengers  and  crews  of  ships  and  aircraft 
calling  at  GiDraltar,  but  patients  from  neighbouring  districts  are  miven 
facilities  for  treatment  and  hospitalisation.  The  Hospital  provides 
a  comprehensive  out-patient  service  and  in-patient  treatment  for  acute 
medical  and  surgical  cases.  In  addition,  it  has  a  maternity  Section  and 
two  wards  for  elderly  sick  patients.

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OUT  PATIENT  AND  CASUALTY  SERVICE 

(a)  CASUALTY  SERVICE 


The  Out-patients  Department  provides  a  twenty-four  Accident  and 
Emergencies  Service. 


(b)  CENTRAL  STERILE  SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT 


This  department  is  responsible  for  the  supply  of  sterile  dressings 
and  instruments  etc  to  all  wards  and  departments.  It  also  acts  as  a 
backup  to  the  sterile  supplies  handled  by  the  Operating  Theatre.  A 
central  syringe  service  is  also  run  by  this  Department. 

(c)  BLOOD  COLLECTION  SERVICE 

A  daily  blood  collection  service  is  provided  by  a  Staff  Nurse  specifically 
appointed  for  the  purpose  both  for  out  patients  and  in  patients.  Blood 
donors  are  also  bled  by  the  staff  of  this  department  as  well  as  by 
other  nursing  staff  outside  normal  hours. 

(d)  DENTAL  CLINIC 

Dental  Clinics  continued  to  be  held  daily  Mondays  to  Fridays,  with  the 
exception  of  Tuesday  afternoons,  for  extractions  only  under  gas  or  local 
anaesthesia.  37  patients  were  seen  at  this  clinic  up  till  the  demise 
of  Mr  James  Cochrane,  on  22  February  1380  when  this  service  was  placed 
under  the  care  of  the  Senior  Dental  Surgeon  based  at  the  Health  Gentre. 

(e)  OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC 

Clinics  are  held  daily  by  Mr  Clarke  with  the  exception  of  Wednesday 
afternoons  on  which  day  an  ENT  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr  D  J  Toomey  .

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(f)  3NT  CLINIC 

A  weekly  Clinic  was  held  throughout  the  year  by  Mr  Toomey  and  these 
clinics  were  supplemented  on  three  occasions  in  the  year  by  those  held 
by  Mr  H  Shaw,  the  visiting  Consultant,  The  number  of  patients  seen 
at  these  Clinics  are  given  under  the  Out-patient  statidbics. 

(g)  PHYSIO  TH3RAPY  D3PARTMSNT 

The  department  continues  to  cover  a  busy  schedule  consisting  of  in-patient  and 
out-patient  treatments,  as  well  as  clinics. 

A  different  method  of  recording  Physiotherapy  work  performed  has  been 
employed,  applying  the  format  used  in  the  United  Kingdom,  ie : 

(1)  number  of  patients;

The  volume  of  work  in  the  department  increased  as  compared  with 
1979  despite  staffing  and  other  problems. 

Visits  by  Consultant  Radiologists  continued  to  provide  an  invaluable 
service. 
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(i)  MATSRNITY  D3PARTMSNT 

The  Maternity  Department  consists  of  two  wards,  with  a  total  of 
fourteen  beds,  two  private  rooms,  a  two-bedded  labour  ward,  nursery, 
admission  room  and  an  ante  natal  clinic. 

The  birth  rate  has  risen  slightly  over  the  oast  year  from  316  live  births 
in  1979  to  351  in  1980. 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  Caesarean  Section  rate,  nor 
in  the  peri-natal  mortality. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  as  usual  well  attended.  Relaxation 
classes  held  in  the  Physiotherapy  Department  are  well  attended  and 

regular  lectures  by  the  Obstetrician  in  conjunction  with  these  classes  are 
very  popular. 

All  babies  born  in  the  department  are  now  examined  by  the  Paediatrician 
shortly  after  birth. 

Plans  for  the  building  of  a  new  Maternity  Unit  are  at  present  under 
discussion.

Some  of  the  above  figures,  particularly  with  regard  to  administration, 
new  referrals  and  discharges  are  reflective  of  the  change  over  of 
staff  in  September  1980. 

A  few  visits  have  been  made  to  St  Bernadette's  Centre  for  the  mentally 
Handicapped  where  there  is  an  obvious  need  for  regular  supervision 
and  advice. 

A  review  is  to  be  undertaken  of  the  number  of  long  term  in-patients  that 

might  benefit  by  Speech  Therapy  provision.  It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to 
increase  the  staff  of  this  Unit  in  the  near  future  as  a  result  of 

Staff  Inspection. 
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vll)  KGV  iktfgb  i  Vi'RIC  UNIT 

KGV  Hospital  is  the  only  Psychiatric  Unit  in  Gibraltar.  It  has  a  capacity  of  & 
beds.  Like  St  Bernard's  Hospital  it  caters  principally  for  the  resident  civilian 
community  and  passengers  and  members  of  crews  of  ships  visiting  Gibraltar.  Patients 
from  the  Armed  Forces  and.  British  Subjects  residing  in  neighbouring  countries  are 
also  admitted.  Admission  is  subject  to  the  same  administrative  conditions  as  apnlied 
at  St  Bernard's. 

The  Unit  is  divided  into  two  Sections;  the  top  floor  for  acute  patients  and  the  ground 
floor  ^serves  the  needs  of  long— stay  patients. 

General  enhancement  of  the  wards  is  a  continued  process,  the  necessary  equipment  and 
materials  being  provided  by  the  Department  and  voluntary  bodies  ie  Panelling 
Dining  Room  area$  in  both  wards. 

* 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  Unit.  The  bulk  of 
its  work  is  concerned  with  patients  from  the  Psychiatric  Unit,  some  12  of  whom  attend 
the  Department  twice  daily. 

An  out-patient  clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  with  the 
Superintendent ,  Dr  C  M  Hontegrif f o  in  attendance,  who  also  attends  to  the  in-patients 
in  the  Unit  every  morning,  and  answers  emergency  calls.  Dr  Granville -Grossman,  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  from  the  United  Kingdom  visited  the  hospital  at  3  monthly 
intervals  when  he  examined  in-patients.  Out-pat ients  clinics  were  also  held  in  * 
consultation  with  the  Superintendent. 

A  welfare  and  district  service  is  very  efficiently  run  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer, 
whose  office  is  housed  at  the  Health  Centre.  His  duties  consist  of  attending  all 
clinics,  being  on  call  twenty— four  hours  a  day  when  his  services  may  be  required  by 
any  doctor,  relatives  o-f 'discharged  patients  or  the  Police.  He  visits  patients  at 
their  homes  and  sees  them  at  his  office  and  at  their  places  of  work.  Working  in 
conjunction  with  the  Superintendent  he  has  been  able  to  find  jobs  and  accommodation 
for  patients  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Due  to  his  work  a  large  proportion  of 
discharged  patients  are  able  to  live  a  compatible  life  within  the  community.  The  work 
of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  proved  very  profitable  in  the  field  of  Welfare  and 
District  Service  and  is  reaping  vc-xy  rewarding  results. 

RECREATIONAL  ACTIVITIES 

Patients  attended  social  functions  at  the  G.Y.A.  complex  and  were  taken  on  outings 
accompanied  by  members  of  the  staff.  During  the  summer  they  were  taken  to  the  beach  , 
for  walks  around  the  Alameda  Gardens  and  for  rides  around  Gibraltar.  Annual  parties 
were  given  on  St  Joseph's  Day  and  on  Christmas  Day.  Patients  were  also  taken  on  a 
picnic  on  the  upper  rock  organised  by  the  League  of  Hospital  Friends.  Sporting 
activities  included  table  tennis,  darts,  basket  ball  and  volley  ball. 

As  in  previous  years,  members  of  the  Jewish  Hospital  Committee  supplied  cakes  for 
high  teas  and  distributed  confectionery  and  cigarettes  to  the  patients  on  all  their 
Feast  Days.  Each  patient  received  a  Christmas  present  from  the  Red  Cross,  one  each 
from  the  league  of  Hospital  Friends  and  from  the  Matron  and  others.  Sof t  drink3 
and  cigarettes  were  also  supplied  by  members  of  the  League  of  Hospital  Friends  at 
parties  organised  by  them. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  local  firms  supplied  cigarettes  and  drinks  for 
the  patients. 

LEAGUE  OF  HOSPITAL  FRIENDS 

This  organisation  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  both  patients  and  the  staff  with 
their  help  and  support  during  the  course  of  the  year.  To  give  details  of  all  their 
work  and  activities  would  be  an  endless  task.  Their  gifts  included  Venetian  blinds 
curtains,  table  cloths  and  pictures.  Ice  cream  is  supplied  to  the  Hospital  every 
fortnight. 

Members  of  the  League  visited  the  Unit  regularly. 
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OTHER  VUU-:i,  j-f  BODIES 

Ladies  from  the  Legion  of  Mary  distributed  c  anf ectionery  and  cigarettes  to  alt 
the  patients  at  frequent  regular  intervals. 

Members  of  the  local  brguich  of  a  Christian  lay  movement  also  visited  the  Unit 
on  a  weekly  basis  distributing  sweets, biscuits  and  cigarettes  to  the  patients. 

The  patients  were  entertained  to  various  Christmas  parties,  which  were  organised 
by  the  League  of  Hospital  Friends,  members  of  the  Christian  lay  mov erne  it, Friends 
of  Mount  Alvernia  and  the  Rotary  Club.

The  Mental  Welfare  Fund  purchased  a  new  Bedford  Minibus  and  financed  the 
construction  of  a  garage  for  its  keep.

Various  other  organisations  presented  items  for  use  in  the  Acute  Ward. 

The  Department  is  greatly  indebted  to  all  its  benefactors  who  presented  the  Unit 
with  gifts  in  cash  and  in  kind  and  to  those  who  gave  their  services  free  to 
organize  recreational  activities  for  the  patients.

One  Health  Centre  doctor  is 
on  call  after  hours  daily.

"Entitled  persons"  who  are  contributors  to  the  Group  Practice  Medical 

Scheme  receive  in-patient  treatment  in  General  Wards  and  consultation 

free  of  charge,  provided  they  have  been  referred  by  a  doctor  under  the  Scheme. 

Persons  who  come  under  categories  (d)  and  (e)  above  are  also  provided 

with  emergency  treatment  free  of  charge  in  a  General  Ward  should 

they  fall  ill  during  the  course  of  the"  r  stay  in  Gibraltar.  However, 

if  they  chose  to  receive  treatment  in  a  private  ward  they  will  be 

charged  fees  as  "non-entit led  persons". 


Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  "entitled  persons"  who  are  not 

contributors  to  the  Group  Practice  Medical  Scheme  pay  an  all  inclusive 

fee  of  £20  per  diem  for  treatment  in  a  General  Ward:  "non-enti tied  persons" 

are  charged  an  all  inclusive  fee  of  £35  per  diem  for  treatment  in  a 

General  Ward.  Consultation  fees  are  £2  and  £3  respectively.  An  "entitled 

person"  accommodated  in  Private  Ward  pa vs  a  fee  of  £20  per  diem,  a 

"non-enti tied  person')  pays  £35  per  diem.  Additional  charges  are 

payable  in  respect  of  operations,  anaesthesia,  pathology,  etc.  A  fee  of 

£6  is  charged  for  a  first  consultation  and  £5  for  each  subsequent  consultation*

food  intended  for  human  consumption.

The  infectious  diseases  statutorily  notifiable  under  the  provisions 
of. the  Public  Health  Ordinance  in  Gibraltar  are:- 

Smallpox,  Cholera,  Epidemic  Typhus,  Plague,  Yellow  ^ever, 
Relapsing  Fever,  Dysentery,  Diphtheria,  Cere bro -spinal 
Meningitis,  Scarlatina  or  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  or 
Enteric  Fever,  Acute  Encephalitis,  Acute  Poliomyelitis, 
Chickenpox,  Epidemic  Parotitis,  Erysipelas,  Lassa  Fever, 
Leprosy,  Measles,  Meningococcal  Infection,  Ophthalmia

The  fact 
that  enteric  fever  is  endemic  in  the  surrounding  countries  is  a  constant 
source  of  worry  because  of  the  possibility  of  an  outbreak  of  it  occurring  here. 

All  foodhandlers  are  checked  on  arrival  in  Gibraltar,  but  as  they  commute 
frequently  to  and  fro  the  danger  is  very  real.

This  year  fifty  eight  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery  were  notified.  This  was 
an  appreciable  increase  on  last  year’s  figure  (6) 'and  confirmed  our  belief 
that  an  appreciable  number  of  cases  did  occur  yearly  and  that  because  of 
their  mildness  were  treated  symptomatically  and  were  not  notified.

Tho  Environmental  Health  Officers  are  supported  by  four  locally  trained 
Assistant  Environmental  Health  officers  and  one  Senior  Enforcement  Officer  and 
two  Environmental  Officers  as  well  as  the  requisite  clerical  grades  and 
industrial  personnel-  Unfortunately,  the  two  enforcement  Officers  pos^s  ■',ave 
been  vacant  lor  most  of  the  year  due  to  difficulties  in  recruiting.  This  has 
resulted *in  difficulties  in  coping  with  the  enforcement  of  the  Labour  f rom 
Abroad  legislation. 


As  has  been  the  practice  for  a  good  number  -of  years  now,  all  the  qualified 
Environmen tal  Health  Officers  are  interchangeable  and  after-hour?  duties 
at  the  Public  Markets  are  undertaken  on  a  roster  basis  to  allow  both  the 
environmental  Heal  eh  and  Markets  fields  to  be  adequately. covered.  This 
has  also  resulted  in  the  work  being  more  varied  and  hence  more  interesting. 


The  animal  health  aspects  of  the  department's  work,  which  is  reported  upon 
separately  on  page  have  Deen  carried  out  smoothly  throughout  the  year 
despite  the  usual  resistance  from  a  few  animal  lovers  who  fail  to  understand 
the  need  to  keep  stray  animals  under  control. 

The  Foot  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the  relevant  Sections  of  the  ^ood  and  Drugs 
Ordinance  continue  to  be  applied  to  all  food  premises.  Most  of  the  food  busine 
•now  comply  with  the  requirements  of  t’rese  Regulations  but  the  few  more  difficul 
owners  of.  food  premises  had  to  be  prosecuted  and  details  o  ^  these  prosecutions 
are  given  in  the  Legal  Proceedings  Section  which  follows.  ^ress  reports  of 
such  proceedings,,  although  not  'as  numerous  as  one  wo.uld  have  hoped  for, 

served  not  only  to  inform  the  general  public  of  the  good  work  being  done  in  t  U 
important  field  of  public  health  but  als  '  to  drive  the  points  homo  to  the  wore 
recalcitrant  food  handlers  of  the  need  to  keep  abreast  of  the  law. 


The  Department  has  continued  to  expand  in  the 'health:  Education  field. as 
with  the  increase  in  numbers  of  the  qualified  En'dronmental  Health 
Officers,  it  has  been  possible  to  allow  one  of  them  to  concentrate  more 
on  this  essential  aspect  of  Public  he: 1th.  Phis  important  development 
has  allowed  us  to  give  a  series  of  lectures  to  schoolchildren  sitting  the 
G.C.E.  A.O.  examination  in  Human  biology  as  well  as  to  organisations  keen 
in  learning  about  Environmental  Health.  A  number  of  pamphlets,  posters, 
etc  related  to  various  facets  of  our  work  were  obtained  from  the  United 
kingdom  Health  Education  Council  and  these  dealt  mainly  with  food  hygiene , 
anti -smoking,,  prevention  of  rabies,  immunizations  etc. 


An  examination  course  for  food-handlers  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the 


Royal  Society  of  Health,  London.  Twelve  food  handlers  completed  the 
course:  nine  were  successful  in  their  examination  and  obtained  the  Society’s 
Certificate  in  the  Hygiene  of  Food  Retailing  and  Catering. 

In  the  field  of  legislation,  the  laws  enforced  by  this  department  continued 
to  be  kept  under  constant  review  and  resulted  in  the  repeal  of  certain 
existing  legislation  and  their  replacement  by  the  following: 

The  Preservatives  in  Hood  Regulations,  1930;  and 
The  Colouring  Hatter  in  food  Regulations,  1930. 


As  reported  in  the  proceeding  pages  the  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  notified 
increa  increased  from  6  in  1979  to  53  in  1930,.  This  confirmed  the  view 
generally  held  that  these  cases  have  been  under-reported  in  the  past.  The 
increase  in  notifications  resulted  in  the  checking  out  of  contacts  which,  in 
turn,  resulted  the  tracing  of  secondary  cases  which  are  included  in  the 
abo’re  figure. 


There  v  is  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  a  local  hotel  involving  eighteen 
cases.  The  clinical  symptoms  as  well  as  the  history  of  the  cases  indicated 
it  to  be  a  staphylococcal  outbreak  although  Hie  few  food  samples  rec  v  red 
ana  analysed  all  proved  negative.  The  screening  of  the  food-  :v>-  U  rs  involve 
resulted  in  two  carriers  being  f^und.  These  were  pre  lptly  excluded  from  the 
food  preparation  lino  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health ’(infectious 
Diseases)  Regulations.  They  responded  to  treatment  and  were  allowed  to  resum 
food  handling  activities  after  the  necessary  screening  tests  proved  negative. 


In  February  this  year  the  Government  agreed  to  the  Public  Health  Insnectorat 
changing  its  title  k  Environmental  Health  Officers  in  keeping  with  United 
Kingdom  practice.  An  exhibition  depicting  the  department’s  work  and 
incorporating  the  change  of  title  was  held  that  same  month  to  acquaint 
the  general  public  with  the  department's  activities  and  new  name. 


I  would  like  once  again  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  the  department’ 
appreciation  to  the  Kedical  Cffic  r  in  charge  of  the  Royal  "aval  Hospital, 
Surgeon  Captain  T  Hampton,  R.U.  for  his  help  and  co-operation  given  in  the 
course  of  the  year. 


INSPECT I CHS : 

Seven  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  seventy  inspections  were  carried  out 
by  the  Environmental  Health  Officers  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of 
which  4053  nuisances  were  found.  These  required  the  service  of  437 
abatement  notices  and  3549  re-visits  were  made  to  ensure  that  the 
nuisances  reported  had  been  effectively  abated. 


Hine  hundred  and  fifty  housing  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the 
request  of  the  Housing  Kanager  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  on  the 
living  conditions  of  applicants  for  accommodation  in  Gov  rnment -owned 
premises,  or  following  complaints  nado  to  the  Environmental  Health 
Department  by  persons  living  in  poor  housing  conditions.

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A  further  on 3  hundred  and  fifty-eight  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  in 
connection  with  investigating,  follow-up  and  contact  tracing  in  cases  of 
serious  infectious  diseases  notified  to  this  Department  and  sixty- three 
further  enquiries  were  made  concerning  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty- two  visits  were  also  made  in  connection  with  the 
checking  and  approval  of  Building  Applications.  A  total  of  forty-seven 
drain  tests  were  carried  out  during  1980.  a  number  of  which  were  in 
connection  with  the  issue  of  Certificates  of  fitness  in  respect  of  new 
or  re-developed  premises. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  inspections  were  also  made  of  underground  tanks  after 
cleansing  and  whitewashing  after  the  water  in  them  had  been  sampled  and 
found  unfit  for  dietetic  use. 

Forty-three  vessels  were  also  inspected  in  connection  with  the  issue 
of  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  as  required  by  the  7/orld  Health 
Organization’s  International  Health  Regulations. 

Additionally,  one  thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty-four  visits  of  inspection 
of  fo^od  premises  were  carried  out  by  the  Department’s  Food  Section,  during 
which  2496  contraventions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Ordinance  and  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  noted.  These  gave  rise  to  379  warning  letters  being  sent  and 
legal  proceedings  being  instituted  in  a  number  of  cases.  A  report  on  the 
court  proceedings  is  given  in  the  following  pages, 

ihe  Department’s  deforcement  Officers  also  made  a  total  of  734  visits  of 
inspection  of  accommoda tionlet  to  workers  from  abroad  in  order  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Labour  from  Abroad  (Accommodation) 
Ordinance  and  Rules.  Contraventions  were  normally  rectified  following 
verbal  representations,  but  warning  letters  had  to  bo  sent  in  some  c'ses  to 
nbieve  the  desired  effects. 

LEGAL  PROP  EE DINGS 

There  were  1^1  court  appearances  luring  the  year  in  connection  with  legal 
proceedings  instituted  by  the  environmental  Health  Department.  Prosecutions 
continued  to  be  conducted  by  a  senior  member  of  the  staff. 

The  total  amount  imposed  in  fines  as  a  result  of  these  cases  was  £5348  and 
£35  were  also  awarded  as  costs. 

Summary  of  cases  taken  by  this  Department  is  as  follows: 

(1)  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ORDINANCE  AND  ILL  I  CD  LEGISLATION 


Fifty-six  cases  were  taken  against  persons  or  companies  for.  not  complying  with 
the  requirements  of  Abatement  Notices  regarding  defective  premises  ant  for  not 
complying  with  subsequent  Court  Orders  in  respect  of  these  Notices.  £3453  were 
imposed  as  fines  and  £20  awarded  as  costs  in  respect  of  these  cases. 

Orders  were  also  obtained  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  requirin 
owners  of  dangerous  premises  to  render  them  safe  or  to  demolish  the  buildings 
and  a  further  two  persons  ware  prosecuted  for  non-compliance  with  these  Orders. 

£60  were  imposed  as  fines  in  this  respect. 

The  department  also  took  twelve  cases  to  court  against  persons  depositing 
rubbish  or  litter  in  our  streets.  They  were  fined  a  total  of  £205. 


■.One  case  was  also  taken  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Ordinance  and  an  Order  was 

sought  for  works  to  be  carried  out  to  reduce  the  noise.  nhe  Court,  however, 
refused  to  make  such  an  Order. 
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(2)  POOD  HYGIENE 

Th  continued  enforcement  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  1977  is 
producing  very  tangible  results  which  can  be  judged  from  the  reduced 
number  of  prosecutions  in  this  field  compared  with  the  previous  couple 
of  years  whilst  the  numbers  of  inspections  to  food  premises  and  standards 
of  hygiene  are  being  maintained  and,  in  many  cases,  increased. 

There  were  a  total  of  thirty -five  court  appearances  during  the  year  and 
total  fines  of  £1600  and  £15  in  costs  were  awarded.  These  were 
distributed  as  follows; - 

Twelve  persons  or  companies  were  prosecuted  for  forty  offences  against 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Pines  totalling  £865  were  imposed. 

Additionally,  one  of  these  companies  was  also  prosecuted  and  convicted 
for  three  continuing  offences  against  the  abovementioned  Regulations. 

A  £2  penalty  was  imposed  for  each  offence  for  each  of  the  105  days  during 
which  they  continued.  A  to-al  fine  of  £630  was,  therefore,  imposed  . 

This  was  the  first  time  such  a  c  :.se  has  had  to  be  taken  to  Court,  since 
the  majority  of  traders  are  always  co-operative  and  willing  to  comply 
with  their  legal  'requirements. 

Pour  other  persons  were  prosecuted  for  offences  against  Section  4  of  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Ordinance  (selling  food  not  of  the  nature , substance  or 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser)  and  were  fined  a  total  of  £105  and 
£15  were  awarded  as  costs. 

(3)  aHIKALS  and  birds  ordinance 

Eight  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  by  the  Department  involving 
persons  with  unv;  cunated,  unregistered  or  v  llicenced  dogs.  £100  were 
imposed  in  fines. 

IMMUNIZATION  CAMPAIGNS 


As  a  result  of  the  virtual  disappearance  of  small-pox  fr°n  the  world  and 
the  amendment  to  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  making  vaccination  against 
this  disease  no  longer  compulsory  the  demand  for  smallpox  vaccinations 
dwindled.  It  continues,  however,  to  be  offered  on  a  voluntary  basis  and 
it  is,  obviously,  still  available  to  those  requiring  it  for  travel  purposes. 


The  Vaccination  Campaign,  organised  in  order  to  inform  the 
services  offered  at  the  Immunization  Clinic  continued  to  be 
Environmental  Health  Department  and  film  strips  are  used  as 
between  main  programmes  over  our  local  television  station.

There  are  four  environmental  monitoring  programmes  currently  undertaken 
by  this  Department.  These  act  as  general  pointers  and  safeguards  as  to 
the  quality  of  our  environment.

(i)  AIR  QUALITY 

Because  of  the  general  lack  of  heavy  industry,  the  only  significant 
source  of  air  pollution  of  our  environment  continues  to  be  the 
Generating  Station, 

Since  October  1975,  four  monitoring  stations  have  been  strategically 
installed  in  different  points  round  the  Generating  Station  so  that  a  true 
representative  picture  oi  tne  amount  of  pollution  emitted  can  be  obtained 
under  all  weather  conditions, 

.these  monitoring  stations  take  daily  samples  of  air  which  are  subsequently 
analyse a  and  the  amounts  of  sulphu^  dioxide  and  smoke  in  our  atmosphere 
are  determined,

It  should  be  noted  that  one  of  the  samplers  (the  one  consistently  with  the  lowest 
levels  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Smoke)  has  been  out  of  Commission  for  most  of 
tne  period  1979/80  and  this,  no  eouot,  accounts  for  the  hi  'her  mean  values 
in  that  year. 
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As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  table,  our  present  levels  of 
Dioxide  at  the  sampling  sites  continued  to  be  above  those 
as  long-term  objectives  by  the  World  Health  Organization, 
our  levels  of  smoke  are  much  lower.

Detailed  study  of  all  data  so  far  obtained  shows  that  the  combined 
effects  from  both  these  pollutants  at  their  present  levels  are  not 
such  as  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  exposed  persons. 


Monitoring  is  to  continue'  in  order  to  obtain  as  complete  a  picture  as  '• 
possible  thus  ensuring  that  levels  remain  within  accepted  safety  limits. 

(ii)  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Though  the  supply  of  water  is  not  this  Department's  responsibility 
its  safety  and  quality  are  very  much  are  concern.  Because  of  this, 
samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  on  a  routine  basis  from 
different  points  in  the  distribution  network  as  well  as  when 
supplies  may  become  suspect  or  are  the  cause  of  complaint. 


During  1980  ninety-four  routine  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  a  further  four  samples  wer  taken  in  connection  with  the 
chemical  composition  of  the  water.  These  figures  include  the  routine 
sampling  of  water  supplied  to  shipping  in  keeping  with  our  obligations' 
under  the  'International  Health  Regulations. 


Generally  our  results  compar'  very  favourably  with  International 
and  English  standards  set  out  by  the  World  Health  Organization  and 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  respectively.

SHELLFISH  CULTIVATION  EXPEDIILHITS 

This  Department  has  been  involved,  in  conjunction  with  the  ministry 
of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food,  Fisheries  Experiment  Station  , 
Conwy,  with  small  scale  trials  in  the  raft  cultivation  of  mussels 
and  oysters.  These  experiments,  which  were  started  in  April,  1979, 
were  conducted  both  inside  the  harbour  and  in  the.  bay.  They  lasted 
approximately  fifteen  months  and  were  set  up  by  Dr  ?  J  Dane,  Principal 
Scientific  Officer  of  HAFF  Conwy  assisted  by  the  Senior  Envi ronmental 
Health  Officer  in  charge  of  the  '-’ood  Section.  The  experiments  were 
monitored  by  members  of  the  Department  at  monthly  intervals  end 
according  to  prescribed  schedules.  Monthly  results  of  the  experiments 
were  mailed  to  Conwy  for  immediate  interpretation  and  comments.  The 
triads  were  not  concluded  in  a  satisfactory  manner  due  to  interference 
by  vandals  and  inclement  weather  conditions  which  damaged  both  the

Mosquito  control  was  kept  up  during  the  year,  with  special  emphasis 
during  the  warmer  months. 

A  total  of  156  breeding  places  were  found 
further  2 ‘41  probable  breeding  sites  were 
mosquitoes  breeding  in  them. 

In  all  2848  places  were  inspected  in  conjunction  with  the  control  of 
this  vector. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Services’

Sixty-two  samples  of  mosquito  larvae  were  collected  for  identification 
purposes  and  found  to  consist  of  Culex  Pipiens  in  all  cases.

The  measures  adopted  in  recent  years  for  the  extermination  and  repression  of 
these  pests  were  continued  during  the  year  under  review  with  very  favourable 
results. 

The  rodenticides  at  present  being  used  are: 

For  treatments  against  mice:  Difenacoum,  Warfarin,  Warfarin  and  Colciferol. 

For  treatments  against  rats:  AF  1081  Technical  Flouracetamide,  Arseuious 

Oxide,  Warfarin,  ^anar-ui  and  Col.iferol, 

Zinc  Phosphide. 

Some  of  these  poisons  are  nurchased  ready  for  use  from  the  manufacturers 
whilst  others  were  mixed  with  a  variety  of  baits  e.g.  bread,  peanuts, 
wheat,  corn,  bird-seea,  etc. 

Warfarin,  in  its  ready  mixed  form, continues  to  be  sunulied  free  to  members 
of  the  public  for  ordinary  treatments. 


Complaints  received  are  investigated  at  once  and  the  best  treatment  to  be 
applied,  either  by  the  complainant  himself,  using  the  safer  rodenticides,  or 
by  the  Rodent  Control  Teams,  is  decided  upon. 

A  total  of  702  treatments  were  carried  out  by  the  five  Environmental  Health 
Operatives  working  in  this  'section  of  the  Department. 

During  these  treatments  761  mice  (Hus  musculus)  carcasses  and  121  rat 
(Rattus  rattus)  carcasses  were  recovered.  It  should  be  noted,  however, 
that  this  is  only  an  indication  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  treatments, 
since  the  majority  of  carcasses  cannot,  obviously,  be  recovered.

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As  explained  previously,  the  enactment  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Modulations  1077, 
ha3  been  a  useful  addition  to  the  la w  relating  to  fool  and  adequate  provision 
is  now  made  for  the  hygienic  control  of  food  production  and  retail  in  all 
its  aspects.

Adjoining  this  slaughterhouse  are  the  piggeries,  which  house  some  200 
pigs.  46  pigs  with  a  total  weight  of  29351bs  were  slaughtered  during 
1979.  These  were  duly  inspected  (ante  mortem  and  post  mortem)  by  the 
Environmental  Health  Officers  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption.

All  premises  where  ice-cream  is  sold  must  be  registered  with  the 
Government  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Hood  and  Drugs 
Ordinance.  Frequent  visits  were  paid  by  the  Environmental  Health 
Officers  to  advise  on  measures  designed  to  attain  the  highest  st 
of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  possible.  46  samples  were  taken  and  examined 
bacteriologically  in  the  Public  health  and  Clinical  Pathology  Laboratories. 
Quality  control  tests  were  undertaken  at  the  same  time.  Host  of  the 
samples  tested  were  found  to  be  up  to  the  approved  standard,  and  in  the 
remaining  cases  the  manufacturer  was  informed  and  the  position  rectified 
immediately. 


Considerable  quantities  of  ice-cream  manufactured  by  reputable  firms 
in  Great  Britain  and  Italy  were  also  import  3d  regularly.  The  sale  of 
these  products  is  conditional  to  their  being  sold  in  the  original  sealed 
wrappers  or  containers  and  subject  to  the  same  sanitary  requirements  as 
those  produced  locally.

Catering  establishments  end  food  premises  "were  inspected  regularly  by 
the  Department's  Hndronmental  Health  Officers.  In  the  course  of  these 
inspections  advice  was  given  to  owners  on  the  implementation  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  and  on  all  matters  concerning  the  storing,  handling, 
preparation  and  retailing  of  food  for  human  consumption.  A  total  of 
1414  food  premises  .'were  inspected  in  this  connection  during  the  year.

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When  a  stray  dog  is  impounded  it  is  kept  in  the  pound  for  seven  days.  If  at 
the  end  of  this  period  it  has  not  been  cl, aimed  by  the  owner,  it  is  humanely 
destroyed.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  dog  is  claimed,  the  owner  is  reauired 
to  pay  for  its  maintenance  for  the  period  it  has  been  kept  in  the  pound. 

If  any  particular  dog  is  unlicensed,  unvaccinated,  or  unmuzzled  at  the  time 
of  seizure,  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  D  e  parti:©  nt '  s  prosecuting  officer 
for  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings. 


The  effects  of  the  amendments  to  the  Animals  and  Birds  Ordinance  which 
made  compulsory  the  vaccination  of  dogs  against  Rabies  continue  to  be 
folt.  All  dogs  over  the  age  of  3  months  have  to  be  registered  with  the 
Government  and  the  annual  licence  is  only  issued  on  production  of  a  valid 
certificate  of  vaccination  against  Rabies.  A  total  of  645  dogs  have  been 
registered  to  date,  an  increase  of  twenty-f ive  over  last  year's  figure. 

Eight  kennels  are  available  to  house  stray  dogs  but  this  number  has  proved 
insufficient  since  once  all  the  kennels  are  occupied  and  since  the  impounded 
dogs  must  be  kept  for  the  statutory  period  abovemenfcione d,  there  are  times 
when  the  Dog  and  Cat  Impounders  must,  of  necessity,  curtail  their  activities 
until  the  animals  are  claimed  or  the  period  allowed  by  law  expires.  The 
number  of  Biters'  Kennels  was  increased  to  five  some  years  ago  and  the 
improvements  carried  out  to  the  general  amenities  of  this  pound  are  proving 
a  great  help  to  the  Dog  Impounders  in  their  work  of  collecting  and  controlling 
strayed  biters. 


Gibraltar  continues  Rabies  free  since  the  single  case  imported  in  1970. 
Despite  this,  all  biters  continue  to  be  impounded  and  kept  under  observation 
for  ten  days,  as  part  of  the  Environmental  Health  Department's  constant 
surveillance  against  this  disease. 

We  should  express  our  appreciation  to  the  various  Veterinary  Surgeons  of 
the  Royal  Army  Veterinary  Corps  for  their  advice  and  help  on  the  problems 
of  animals  generally  during  che.-’r  periodic  official  visits  to  the  Rock. 

We  are  also  grateful  to  the  RSPCA  Inspector  for  his  hard  work  and  co¬ 
operation  and  to  the  Society's  Honorary  Secretary  in  Gibraltar,  for 
supplying  the  following  figures  about  the  number  jf  dogs,  eats  and  other 
animals  boarded  and  painlessly  destroyed  by  them  during  the  year  under 
review.

PATHOLOGY 


The  volume  of  work  in  the  Department  continues  its  upward  trend 

at  a  steady  rate.  This  year  two  hundred  and  twenty  two  thousand  seven 

hundred  and  forty  nine  investigations  were  carried  out  in  the 

several  sections  of  the  Laboratories.  This  shows  an  increase  of  ten. 
percent  on  the  previous  year. 


During  the  period  under  review  there  has  been  no  major  change  in  the 
nature  of  work  undertaken,  but  it  would  be  ill  advised  to  view  this 
with  complacency.  Pathology  together  with  other  fields  where  Technology 
piays  a  major  part,  is  experienc ing  a  -base  of  outstanding  development  at 
an  ever  accelerating  pace  as  the  microchip  and  other  innovations  develop 
in  equipment  and  methodology  that  open  up  for  exploration  the  hidden 
depths  of  cellular  and  molecular  physiology,  pathology.  Biochemistry 
and  Haematology. 


/bile  the  advancement  is  -.nexorable,  the  ixitricacies,  logistics  and 
costs  keep  pace  and  the  question  of  how  Gibraltar  with  its  small  population 
and  limited  financial  resources  can  meet  the  challenge  remains  a  problem 
which  mus  t  be  faced,  it  would  indeed  be  a  sad  omission  if  the  present 
situation  were  allowed  to  continue  without  taking  decisions  on  policy 
to  give  guidelines  necessary  to  prepare  ior  the  needs  of  the  future. 

Tne  control  of  foods  and  drugs  is  legislated  by  Ordinance  which  relates 
to  the  law  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  samples  are  submitted  by  the 
Environmental  Health  Department  and  other  official  and  Private  bodies, 
bese  are  analysed  by  the  Deputy  Public .  Analys  „  in  the  ect  ion  of  this 
Department  devoted  to  this  work  and  reports  sent  to  the  pertinent  authorities. 


samples  ~f  sundry  foods  and  po liable  waters  are  investigated  at 
reg  lar  intervals  as  also  are  samples  of  the  environmental  atmosohere 
W-  ich  are  taicen  uO  monitor  pollution.  Sea  waters  from  our  shores  inside 
the  narbour  and  from  the  beaches  are  examined  for  bacteriological 
contamination.  j/oods  and  Drugs  are  imported  from  many  countries  whose 
standards  of  qaaliiy  control  vary  considerably,  and  it  is  certain  that 
the  workload  of  this  section  will  continue  to  increase  in  volume  and 
importance  as  Gibraltar  keeps  step  with  the  Poods  and  Drugs  regulations 
of  the  E.S.C.

CARS  0?  THE  BLIND* 

The  Gibraltar  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  has  celebrated' 
its  50th  Anniversary  this  year  and  report  that  through  preventive  care 
and  expert  treatment  the  number  of  Registered  Persons  has  been  brought  down 
to  64. 


New  Registrations  -  during  the  year  under  review  5  men  and  1  woman  were 
registered,  bringing  the  total  to  46  women  and  18  men.  Of  these  one  is 
.16  year  old  boy  who  is  partially  sighted.  The  only  other  young  person 
is  a  9  year  old  girl,  who  attended  St  Martin's  School,  but  has  now  been 
transferred  to  St  Anne's  School.  •  She  is  attending  ordinary  classes, 
and  has  settled  down  to  the  routine  of  the  school  quite  haupilv.  The 
majority  of  uhe  persons  listed  are  elderly  and  nave  poor  sight  mainly 
because  of  old  age.  ’  p 


Equipment  provided  -  The  Society  provides  transistor  radios  supplied  free  by 
tne  Brit  ioh  .<ireless  lor  the  Blind  Appeal  and  local  firms.  Talking  Books  and 
Braille  batches,  Collapsible  white  metal  walking  sticks  and  Braille  Books. 


Benefits  -  Registered  persons  are  entitled  to  free  medical  treatment  and 
medicine  and  some  can  also  claim  Supplementary  Benefits.  They  are  also  allowed 
to  travel  free  on  the  l’ocal  buses,-  by  kind  permission  of  th^  Kus  companies, 
mlderly  persons  living  on  their  own  are  sometimes  helped  by  having  their  rent, 

.  rates  or  elec  jrie-ity  paid  for  by  che.  Society.  Glasses  are  -supplied  for  "school 
children,  whose  parents -are  required  to  fill  in  a  fo.m  giving  details  of 
income  etc.  Discretion  is  then  Used  to  determine  t^e  validity  of  each  caofc. 
.'Families  cn  Supplementary  benefits  or  those  with  at  least  three  ormore  children 
.  of  school  age  are  automatically  entitled  to  the  standard  frames  and  lenses. 

Any  higher  charge  for  special  frames  must  be  paid  for  by  the  oarents.  On  the 
.  recommendation  of  the  Government  Ophthalmologist  contact  lenses  are  also 
supplied  by  tne  society  when  these  are  considered  a  necessity  rather  than  a 
.  luxury.  ?his  year  a  youth  was  supplied  with  a  set  which  has  greatly 
improved  his  morale.  .  , 


yisi  p srs  —  Voluntary  visitors  are'-allocated  to  districts.  They  visit  the 
elderly  and  provide  any  help  needed. 


.Income  -  The  Society’s  inpome  is  derived  fromGovemment  grants,  flag  days 
(alternate  years  only)  and  donations.  Of  these  the  most  substantial  was  that 
received  from  the  British  'Forces  Broadcasting  Station, ‘'Wireless  for  the  Blind 
Appeal.  '  •

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PORT  HEALTH  WORK 

The  statutory  function  of  the  Service,  the  application  of  the 
Quarantine  Ordinance  including  the  granting  of  Pratique  to 
shipping,  was  maintained  efficiently  throughout  the  year.  The 
system  of  operation  is  designed  to  cause  the  minimum  of  delays 
in  Port  entry  and  in  the  case  of  vessels  which  call  for  .'medical 
assistance,  quick  despatch.  *  •  . . • 

There  were  145  medical  visits  to  ships  during  the  year.  91 
persons  were  landed  due  to  illness*  of  these  10  seamen  were 
landed  from  British  ships  and  81  seamen  from  foreign  ships. 
These  figures  do  not  include  seamen  landed  from  R.P.A.s. 

54  ships  called  into  Port  solely  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
medical  advice  or  treatment  and  two  dead  bodies  were  landed.
